THE GAWDY PAPERS. 



The collection of letters chiefly relating to the Norfolk £a,milie& 
of Qawdy, Kny vet^ Hobart^ Hare, and Le Neve, the first part of 
which is calendared in the following pages, has hitherto been 
generally known under the general title of the GNiwdy Papers. 

Many of them (i.e,, those comprised in this Calendar,) certainly 
relate to the Qawdy Family and passed, by the marriage of its 
heiress with Oliver Le Neve, into the hands of Peter Le Neve, 
Norroy, to whose industry, it will be remembered, Blomefield was 
indebted for the greater part of the material for the County 
History, which bears his name. 

Many family papers of the Le Neves and much of the Herald's 
own correspondence, were, however, added to the collection, the 
whole,^ containing 3,276 MSS., being bound up in 17 folio voliunes 
by, I believe, the late owner Mr. Daniel Gumey, of Bimcton, who 
printed 29 of them at pp. 840 and 1029 of his '' Becord of the 
House of Goumay." 

No arrangement, either chronological or otherwise, was at* 
tempted by the binder, so, since the MSS. have been added to my 
library, I have cancelled the old numbers (the more especially 
as no references to such old numbers have' ever been made), 
and have re-arranged the papers into as many divisions as families, 
keeping each division in chronological order. 

I should have liked to have included in this Calendar the 
Qawdy letters which, like many others of Le Neve's MSS., are 
in the possession of Mr. Gteoige Edward Frere, of Roydon, 110 
of which were calendared by the late Mr. A. J. Horwood in 
the Appendix to the Seventh Report of the Historical MSS. 
Commission, but was unable to do so. 

Another volume of Gawdy letters is at Oxford, being Tanner 
MS. 241, and containing 61 folios of letters to Bassiugboume 
Gawdy, High Sheriff of Norfolk, from the Lords of the Council 
and others, with some of his answers, 1576-1589.

Reppes says the child was 
bom alive and claims tenancy by the curtesy in her lands. Lowe 
thinks it impossible and, fearing foul play, asks Andros or his friends 
about Mendham or Harleston to make cautious enquiry. Thomas, 
Elizabeth's eldest brother and heir, sold the land to Lowe, but unthriftily 
spent the money and moro (to the amount of 1,000/.) within a year, so 
cannot defend the title except at Lowe's charges. Phillipa Oon, of 
Mendham, was the midwife ; Richard Spayne of Harleston was the 
surgeon who operated ; Edmond Halle, another surgeon of Mendham or 
Harleston, was present but refused to operate. One William Rochester 
of Mendham or Harleston has been tampering with the witnesses ; he is 
"truly the falsest and craftiest man in the country," for "a forty- 
shilling " he will confess all, if well handled. Get the witnesses to a 
tavern, make them talk, and have men by to hear them. 

[Between these dates Henry Reppes married his second wife Ann 
Wotton, relict of Thomas Wodehouse of Waxham.]

Gawdy of Harleston) and Awdry 
Knightley (niece of William Pa we of Bylow, clerk), Pawo settles land 
in Rokelond, Bramerton, and Surlingham which came to him as son 
and heir of Andrew Pawe of Norwich, deceased. Feoffees in trust, 
Thomas Gawdy of Harleston, Thomas Gawdy of Shottesham, John 
Stubbe of Buxton, Simon Hylle of Estbergholt, Suffolk, Robert 
Coke of Heydon, Henry Attemere of Norwich, and John Plombe of 
Toppcroft. Witnesses to seisin, Thomas Gedge, William Ecok, Robt. 
Gedge, and John Tory. 

[Thomas Gawdy of Harleston had three families by three wives, the 
eldest son in each case being named Thomas. From the eldest Thomas 
(of Shottesham and Redenhall, seijeant-at-law 1552, ob. 1556) sprang 
the family of Bassingbourn G^awdy. The second Thomas (his settle- 
ment given above) was Serjeant 1567, and Judge of K.B. 1574 ; he died 
1588, from him came the Gawdys of Claxton Hall. The third Thomas 
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cbansjed his name at confirmation to Francis (Co. Litt. 3a.), was OawdtMSS. 
Serjeant 1577, Judge of K.B. 1588, L.C.J.C.P. 1605 and die<l 1606.]

Brooke has untruly informed the Lord Chancellor end my Lord of 
Norwich that Thomas Gawdy was present when the late Duke was 
usked if he would have "my Lord that now is" to be one of his 
executors and "at the holding up of his hand." Gawdy in fact neither 
saw nor spoke with him within ten days before his death. Will wait on 
the Chancellor on Saturday.

Asks a loan of 5/. 6«. %d,j and encloses his bill for 20 marks. Sends 
a crane with two mallards, which is all the fowl they can get, it is so 
scarce. Has spoken for knot, which will cost 5*. the dozen. These fowl 
are commonly taken at Terrington, where has been such great loss of 
sheep, owing to the last storm breaking their banks, that fowlers have 
no leisure to lay for fowl. Thanks for the cheesevat [** cheasfatt "] and 
cheese. 

27. — 15 November 1566. John Houghton^ Gunthorpe, to Bassing* 

houm Gawdy. 

Sends a new warrant for some oaks at Bunwell, addressed to the 
present bailiff there ; instead of one Grawdy had from Houghton's master 
directed to William Browne, now deceased. 

28. — 17 June 1567. William Doddsy Hertfordshire, Esq., to Edward 

Flowerdewy of Inner Temple, Esq. 

Receipt by Dodds for 7/. 10*. on bond due 12 May last.

29. — [April 1570?]. Thomas Gawdy , Norwich, Esq. [afterwards 

Justice of K.B.] to Queen and Privy 
Council. 

Petition to be excused lending the Queen 100 marks on privy seal. 
Alleges he lent the late Queen 10/. which has not been repaid. Has 
since then been at great charge in building, and has borrowed of friends, 
merchants in London and elsewhere, 1,000 marks to complete a purchase 
and the said building and to support his wife and many children. More- 
over he had no advancement from his ancestors, neither is he ** any great 
meddler in the trade of the law."

bourn Gawdy^, 

Had he not been ill would have waited on Gawdy for his answer to 
the letters of the Council on Ferraor^s behalf. 

[Between these dates John Reppes of Clifford's Inn died.] 

1577. 

36, — 26 November 1577. John Reppes of Emneth,gent. [formerly of 

Walpole] to Bassinghoiirn Gawdy, 

License [as remainderman under will of Henry Reppes], for Gawdy to 
fell four good oaks growing in the grounds of Gawdy 's present mansion 
called Middletou Hall in Suffolk [which he held in right of his wife] . 

37. — 4 February 1577-8. Thomas Hey war d^ Thetford, to Bassiny- 

bourn Gawdy. 

Asks loan of a strong ambling gelding to ride to London, Hey ward 
having lent one of his to his brother Clere. Gawdy can use the horses 
he leaves behind. Sends a mason and lime burner, whose advice should 
be taken about the stone work. Has ready landed in his yard for Gawdy 
5 chaldrons of coals ["chawlder coUes"]. 

1578. 

38. — 26 June [1578]. John Marsham [Court of Exchequer], London, 

to cousin [^Edward'\ Downes. 

Has searched the records and finds none to charge Downes with any 
such service. The opinion of the most ancient and experienced in the 
office agrees with that of Marsham, viz., that Downes should not offer to 
do the service. If there were any record to charge him, and now at her 
Majesty's coming he did not perform it, he would not forfeit his estate ; 
at the worst a petty fine of 10*. or 13«. 4«/. would be assessed. 

It would be a bad precedent to do it, as after he died the escheator's 
office would find it accordingly so that the estate would thereafter be 
charged with it by record. 

[ August 1578. Queen Elizabeth came into Norfolk on progress 
and Mr. Downes presented her with a pair of gilt spurs as service for 
Earlham. She was said to have stopped at Gawdy''s at Harleston, and 
Thomas Churchyard's pamphlet (Nichols progresses, vol. 2, p. 224), 
incorrectly states that she knighted Gawdy.] 

39. — 27 October 1578. Robert Dudley ^ Earl of Leicester^ the Court, 

to \_Bassingbourn Gawdy. '\ 

Understanding Gawdy is to be sheriff, the Earl prays he will appoint 
the bearer Thomas Wingfield (the Earl's servant) to be under-sheriff. 

40. 5 November [1578]. Thomas Gawdy [eldest son of Thomas 

Gtiwdy of Shottesham], London, to his 
brother, Bassingbourn Gawdy. 

Hears Bassingboum is in the bill for Sheriff of Norfolk ; begs he 
will not promise the under-sheriffship for Suffolk until further advice. 

[Most authorities incorrectly make Bassingbourn Gawdy, jun., then 
only 18, sheriff this year, instead of his father.] 
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41 .— 18 November 1578. Richard Day^ Lincoln's Inn, to [Bossing- Gawpy MBS. 

bourn Gawdt/]. 
Earnestly recommends the bearer, Butfyld, for the post of clerk to 
tlie under-sheriff. 

42. — 18 November 1578. George Gawdt/, Londou, to his cousin, 

Bcissinghoum Gawdt/, High Sheriff, 
Mendham. 

Asks his help to the bearer, Tolwyn, " my old acquaintance," to the 
arrantsliip of Loddon and Clavering hundreds ; Tolwyn having bought 
the letters patent to the bailiwick from one Lancaster. 

43. — 19 November 1578. Sir Arthur Heveninghamy Heveningham, 

to Bdssingbourn Gawdy. 
Heard at Court on Sunday night from my Lord Chaml>erlain that 
Gawdy was to be sheriff. Begs tlie bailiwick of Humbleyard hundred. 

44. — 21 November 1578. Sir Christopher Heydon^ Baconsthorpe, to 

Bassingboum Gawdy. 
Asks the nomination of the bailiff of Holt hundred, which he has been 
accustomed to have. 

45. — 21 November 1578. Francis Gawdy ^ Seijeant's Inn, Fleet 

Street, to his nephew, Bassingboum 
Gawdyy Mendham. 

Asks the bailiwick of Clackclose hundred for his servant Stephen 
Carrowe, who has had it of other sheriffs befoi^e at the wiiter's request. 
Let the under-sheriff direct warrants to Carrowe by name, or it will be 
no benefit.

He is contented that Everard be kept in good safety in 
any house Gawdy likes in Bury. " Howbeit lest his enemies should 
gather occasion of quarrel or complaint, he requireth to be advertised in 
writing from any of credit that the sickness is so set either in or near 
the jail that there appeareth fear of infection." Application must be 
made to the Privy Council for a warrant if it is i^equired for him to 
leave the town, as was done in Mr. Bedingfield's case, who was sent to 
Leyston Abbey [Suffolk]. Please retain the bailiwick of Henstead for 
one of Nonne's friends. [Henry Everard, of Lynsted, married Cathe- 
rine, Gawdy's sister of the whole blood, and was a popish recusant. See 
postNos. 66 to 71.] 

47. — 2Z November [1578]. Henry Gawdy ^ Claxton, to his cousiu, 

Bassingboum Gawdy ^ Harling. 

Begs arrantship and stewardship of Loddon and Clavering for Tolwyn, 
and bailiwick of Hensted for the bearer, whose wife nursed seven of 
Henry's children. [This letter may possibly have been written in 
1693.] 
48. — [ December 1578.] John Nonne to [Bassing, Gawdy}, 

Nonne has sent Law home, who willjanswer for himself touching 
" your netherstock and my sister's doublet." Nonne has perused tJie 
Haines for his sister, the best coloured old wine is but reasonably strong ; 
there is stronger, but high coloured, like red wine. Bailiwick of 
Tunsted is vacant, Mr. Crofts sues for it for one Moone, recommended 
by Mr. Roger Drury ; 61. is offered. The Clerk of the Peace (whose 
friendship is material) applies through one Palmer for the bailiwick of 
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^^^P^ M8«. Tayersham, the least in the county, and offers forty shillings. Neither 
Rolf, the late sheriflTs clerk, nor Bradshaw, the gaoler, have returned, 
which detains Nonne. The bailiwick is only worth 18/. to Mr. Drury. 
One Bretton challenges Gawdy's promise to him of Tunsted bailiwick ; 
If he gets it, a very honest bailiff and five pounds are lost !

49. — 8 January [1578-9]. John Nonne to {^Bassingbourn Gawdy'\. 

The extremity of the Exchequer appears notably by the enclosed 
bundle. Let Sir Henry Woodhouse know that the extent for 240/. 
against him and Mr. Ro. Townshende is come and must be executed ; 
let him say if he will have the latter extended or not. Nonne is con- 
strained to return the execution against Twynne. Were it not for 
Mr. Bedingfield's letter, Nonne would favour tlie poor man, for he sees 
no hope of " any good consideration for the doing of it." 

Sends also the attachment out of the Court of Wards, as l>eing nearer 
Gawdy, and very perilous to be omitted. 

Complains of the trouble and responsibility caused by such important 
process, and wishes himself free from it. 

50.— 17 January 1578-9. John Nonne, Norwich, to [Bassingboum 

GatDdi/~\y Harling. 

Sends two pei^sons who are to be carried to Bury Sessions by order of 
Sir Nicholas Bacon. 

51. — 21 January 1578-9. John Shot, Hingham, to Bassingboum 

Gawdy, Esq., East Hai'ling. 

After he left Gawdy, Skot heard at Market Harling that " the said 
Jacob*' dwelt at Gissing. This he finds is not true. Jacob has left 
word that he can be seen at Great Ellingham. Skot asks the favour of 
a special bailiff to catch him. 

52. — 24 January 1578-9. Anthony Fhwerdew of Hethersett, gent., 

and Henry Hammon, yeoman, to WiU 
Ham Moore, of Jntwood, yeoman. 

Joint bond to secure payment of 5/. and delivery by Flowerdew to 
Moore of 500 " good wood and hable fagots, well filled." Witness, 
Thomas Gay, Thomas Margary, William Sheaking. 

53. — 26 January 1578-9. John Nonne to {Basmigbourn Gawdy], 

Sir Roger Woodhouse objects to the panel for the attaint " because 
the best sort are not returned, the parties being of worship and the 
cause of weight." He does not object to Sir Heniy Weston, though 
half-brother to Mr. Knyvet ; the other side are less careful as to the 
panel, which makes Nonne think the attaint is " for policy." Nonne 
has joined Mr. Bolton in striking an indifierent [panel ; ii he cannot 
content both sides shall content himself. He did the like between 
Mr. Drury (for my Lord Dacre's cause) and Mr. Southwell, and had to 
fall back upon his own uprightness ** that is able to bear me." Mr. 
Morryson, of Costessy, has set 251. against Gawdy without cause ; 
Nonne will justify what services he rendered. Tomson and Younger 
might easily agree. 

54. — 27 March 1579. John Nonne, Walsingham, to [?]. 

Has received surety from Mr. Godfrey for Nonne's brother's [i.e. 
Gawdy's] indemnity, either by discharge from Mr. Guybon or payment.

Mr. Robert Sturges need not therefore complain ; if Godfrey could have Gawdtmss. 
got a proper discharge from Guybon it would have been paid Ipng since. 
Godfrey paid Guybon's son 10/. [see No. 67]. 

55. — 27 March 1579. John Owles, Diss, to Bassingbourn Gawdy, 

High Sheriff, Harling. 

Owles is to receive money of Gawdy for wine not yet all delivered ; 
he also owes money to Gawdy's farmer, Henry Topas [?], who has 
shortly to pay his rent ; asks Gawdy to allow on the rent what is coming 
to Owles, who will deliver the wine in 15 days. 

66. — 22 April 1579. John Nonne, Norwich, to {^Bassingbourn 

Gawdy']. 

Disclaims having anything to do with the arrest of Mr. Dade, who 
was taken " by the long care and great charges of divers his creditors 
upon common warrants. ... I presume to foresend my wife's maid 
with her linen, as the state of the city occasiorieth me thereunto by 
increase of deaths, which many fear and flee. I would have sent my 
wife also,, but she misliked to leave me behind. ... I can hardly 
tell how to bring my wife and her rest without your help of a man and 
horse.*' Nonne leaves the procuring a cook for Mrs. Gawdy, as the 
woman is in the hottest part of the infection. Hopes Sir Henry Wood- 
house will give a good bond with surety ; he must be spoken with before 
he comes to Norwich. 

57. — ^26 April 1679. John Nonne to [a son of Mr. Anthony 

Guybon] . 

Nonne has received 18/. 13*. 4:d. from Godfrey for Anthony Guybon's 
use and has seen Guybon's son's receipt for 10/. more, leaving 6/. due. 
Send a receipt by A. Guybon to Gtiwdy for the whole sum and Nonne 
will see the balance, 24/. odd, paid to Guybon, less " what is reason " 
for his own trouble. [See No. 54.] 

58. — 2 June 1579. Nicholas Hare, London, [eldest son of John 

Hare] to Bassing, Gawdy. 

Hare refers to their conversation when last at Sneterton as to a 
venire facias in an action of replevin between Edward Smyth, Hare's 
farmer, and John Steward and William Cambridge defendants. "I 
have no great opinion of some that be dealers for you in the returns." 
Let honest, indifferent men be chosen and a list given him, lest any be 
changed on the return ; the man Steward is " well acquainted with 
shifts." Let none of the Pratts, Butts, Morrises, or Drapers be re- 
turned. The panel will be indifferent if it comes from Marshland and 
Wells, but Hare fears Mr. Yelverton and other " bearers in the cause " 
if it be laid on the other side of Norfolk. 

There are likely to be trials at the Assizes between Hare and Gawdy's 
uncle, Serjeant [Francis Gawdy]. " If he were as reasonable as he is 
learned, or as a great many be of his kindred" the causes would have 
been settled. In one case Serjeant Gawdy is plaintiff, and Humphrey 
Marshall, Richard Giles and John Winter (Hare's servants) are defen- 
dants. In the other Thomas Smith (Hare's servant) is plaintiff, and 
Edmund Philip defendant. Hare will not challenge the aiTay for 
cosenage if indifferent men, not neighbours of the Serjeant, are returned. 
The other actions are replevins, William Mychell v. Henry Burrow 
(Hare's man), and Humphrey Marshall v. Jonh Smith.

Receipt for 12/. debt and 39*. damages on ca. sa. against Thomas

60. — 26 June 1679. E\dward^ Lord MorUy, " my lodge at Hocker- 

ing" to Bassingbourn Gatody\ 

Asks Gawdy's personal attention to two enclosed executions, as the 
under-sheriff and deputies are absent. 

61. — 26 June 1679. fVilliam HowsCy Walsham, Sujffolk, Husband- 
man, to Bassingboum Gawdg, 

Receipt and release for 5/. debt and twenty shillings damages on ca, 
sa, against Edward Bunnet at Oyse. Witness, Robert Puntiuge, 
Robert Catchepole, Thomas Browne, William Davies. 

62. — 30 June 1579. Sir Chnstopher Ifeydon, Saxlingham, to [the 

Keeper of Norwich J ait]. 

Considering the sickness in Norwich, asks that his cousin John Smy the 
now in custody may be allowed out into the country by leave of the 
sheriff. Smyth will pay his keeper's charges. 

63. — 2 July [1579]. John Nonney London, to Bassingbourn 

Gawdy, 

*' Mr. Attorney desireth that good choice be made of the fittest open 
place for the seat of the Judge .... he was informed that the 
place proposed, near behind their lodging, would not be had ; he also 
was informed of a convenient place near the Cross ; they look that sub- 
stantial care be had both of the place and frame. 

"Mr. Dowening very lately received from the B[ishop] of London 
that the Monsieur desisteth from his purpose of coming into England, 
the tidings whereof are nothing tedious to the best. From the number 
of venire faciases Nonne expects a small assize. But for Lord Surrey's 
cause and fom* other remanets, the Common Pleas " standeth very 
empty," whereby many "conceive that the law is in declination." 
Write to Sir Henry Woodhouse that his cause against Peapes will ease 
him little, except he pay a " convenient sum " this term : he will be 
** deeply extended or roundly amerced," so Mr. Morrant his attorney 
tells Nonne, who would write to Sir Henry himself, but the Exchequer, 
the attaint, Mr. Drury's panel and Younger's cause have kept him " as 
waking as ever he was."

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65.— 27 July [1579]. frilliam Methwold, South Pickenham, to Gawdymss. 

Bassinghourn Gawdy, 

Sends by the bearer Henry Ranie [?] a dozen and a half of teal. 

^. — [ July 1579]. Catherine Everard [Lynstead, Suffolk], to 

her brother Bassingbmim Gawdy, 

Begs his letters to the Earl of Leicester or other Lords of his ac- 
quaintance for the enlarging of her husband. Hears Mr. Hare has got 
his liberty. Hopes her brother will " stick to them." Mr. Back's 
friend, who formerly hindered the suit, is now in the country. [See 
ante No. 46.] 

67. — [ August 1579. Bassinghourn Gawdy to the Privy 

Council^ 

Draft petition for the enlarging of Gawdy's brother-in-law Henry 
Everard, " as others have been enlarged, committed for the like cause in 
Norfolk and Suffolk." The sickness continues at Bury, and Gawdy's 
sister is like to die and would fain see her husband both for her own 
comfort and for the better providing for their 14 children. 

68. — 14 August 1579. Sir Thomas Bromley^ ChtiXiCQWoTy A\nd)rose'\ 

Earl of Warwichy Sir Francis PValsing^ 
ham. Earl of Lincoln^ Sir James Crofts, 
and Sir Thoma>s Wilson^ Greenwich, to 
[ 7%e Bishop of Norwich^ 

Permission for the enlargement of Heniy Everard, " theretofore com- 
mitted prisoner at Bury for matters of religion,*' on account of the 
infection there and his wife's sickness. A bond to be taken of him and 
his brother-in-law for his good behaviour and due forthcoming [a copy 
only]. 

69. — 15 August [1579]. Anm Everard, Lynstead, Suffolk, to her 

uncle Bassinghcum Gawdy. 

Her mother has had no fit since Gawdy's departure, but the physician 
says there is no way but one with her. He says further the fit comes 
from the corruption that is in her, ascending to her heart. Lowe has 
brought her father's discharge from London ; they do not know what 
terms will be enforced till Lowe has been to the Bishop. 

[Mra. Everard, her husband, and Barberye, Lowe's wife, were still 
returned as Popish recusants in 1596, see post 124.]

[The following undated letters from two of Everard's daughters, 
probably belong to this period.] 
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GawdyMSS. 72. — [ December 1579 ?] Katherine Everard to Mrs. Gawdy. 

Thanks her uncle and aunt for placing her where she now is. Her 
master and mistress have given her leave to tarry with them till Mr. 
and Mrs. Gawdy come home. She has been sent for to Weston, where 
she will be glad to go when she has learnt more. [She married Henry 
Brampton at West Harling in 1587.] 

73. — [ 1579?] Mary Everard to Bassinghoum 

Gawdy. 

Begs Gawdy to pity her distress and to mitigate his displeasure against 
her. If his displeasure be not hindered ** alas I silly wretch, I know 
not what shall become of me ! " She believes all this trouble has come 
upon her through " conceiting the counsel of so bad and vile a woman." 

74. — 15 December 1579. John Nonne^ Wymondham, to Bossing- 

bourn Gawdy at Sir B. Clere's house 
in Holborn. 

Gawdy's affairs at Mendhara and Harling are all well. Sedgeford 
sends word that the " woolpuUers " are caught ; he paid Nonne 9/., 
being the balance of 10/. 2s. due by Mr. Kempe's man for ewes, and a 
further sum of 5/. 16*. for 29 ewes sold by him. The cash is at 
^ Weston's to be sent to Gawdy by Heyward. Complains that he cannot 

get free from charge of the jail [see No. 75]. Has called for Sandly's 
inventory ; his wife says she has paid Gawdy more than the debt. The 
plague increases here afresh. If any suit be made for Roger Watson, 
delay promising it. 

75. — 19 December 1579. John Nonne to [^Bassinghourn Gawdy.'] 

Has left money with Mr. Heyward (as above), also 9/. and twenty- 
two pence received of the late Bailiff of Holt. 

Nonne considers himself hardly used by Sir Thomas Knyvet [the 
incoming Sheriff], having waited three weeks, including four special 
days of Knyvet's own appointment, and yet cannot tell when he shall be 
quit of [Wymondham] jail. Has been there with his indentures ready 
for sealing, but is always put off with fair words and devices. Sir T. 
Knyvet's proposed under-sheriff hopes for the Clerk-of-the-Peace-ship. 
Nonne will be with Gawdy before the prefixed time.

wich, Fleete v. Manne. 

Before the Venerable William Maisters and the Bishop's Consistory 
Court, Eobert Fleete of Pessenall charges against Joan Manne, wife o£ 
Thomas Manne ; that the said Joan in the months of March 1579 (and 
so on to) January of this present year, scandalously and lyingly spoke 
these words against the good fame of the said Fleete, viz. : " That he 
was a cuckoldy knave, and so she would prove him to be a cuckold." 
[The same charge, with the enormous consequences flowing therefrom, 
is set out in four more counts, ending with a demand that Joan be 
punished and made to pay costs.] 
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77. — ^29 February 1679-80. Francis Gawdy, Wallington, to his 

nephew Bassinghoum Gawdy, Esq., 
at Sir E. Clere's house, Holborn. 

Has Bassingbourn spoken to my Lord of Huntingdon? or has he 
heard more of the matter his uncle made him privy to when he last 
waited on my Lord Chancellor ? 

78. — 20 March 1579-80. John Nonne, Weston, to [Mrs. Gawdy], 

Sends his wife's regrets to his good sister for the death of Lady Clere. 
She is too ill to write herself. 

79. — 20 March 1579-80. John Nonne to [Bassingbourn Gawdy, 

London]. 

[This letter is torn ; words in brackets are conjectural.] Nonne has 
travelled almost continually since ^last sun-]dQwn [?], collecting from 
the bailiffs [who are] extremely slow and afraid of collecting sums due 
by men of worship. No penny from Sir Henry Woodhouse or Sir R. 
Shelton. As to Mr. Sturge's dishonest outcries, he pretends an inhibi- 
tion from Gawdy to stay Nonne demanding any money from Sir H. 
Weston, whose debt is 48/. 10^. 14/. is due by Thomas Townesend. 
Godfrey cannot pay. [Send] Bolton to Mr. Bedingfield to hasten him. 
[Nonne hears] he has promised discharges to several ; Mr. Hey ward, 
Slater, and he [met] at the assizes, and Hey ward promised them pay- 
ment or security for the amount of the execution. The tailor of 
Norwich is one Quynch, for 10/. or so due by Dade, whereof Sir E. 
Clere can advertise Gawdy. Tyler's prisoner made no escape, he will 
be found in fetters in Norwich Castle. Brierton's complaints are due 
to the spleen. Nonne has sent his men and horses for Mrs. K. 
Everarde, — she cannot come before Easter. -^ 

Nonne has sent 55/. 1^. lOd. to Hey ward to convey to Gawdy, and 
is going again to Norwich collecting. His wife has an ague which 
" taketh away her stomach and loadeth her head with extreme pain." 

[June 1580. Bassingbourn Gawdy jun. and his brother Philip went 
up to London about this time, Serjeant Flowerdew getting them 
lodgings till chambers were vacant in Clifford's Inn, where they were 
to study.] 

80. — 15 June 1580. Bassingbourn Gawdy, of WesfiS«rling, to 

Richard 'Fysher, of Diss, Yeoman. 

Bond in penal sum of 200/. to indemnify Fysher against his liability 
as surety for Gawdy on bond of even date to Sir Nicholas Bacon to 
secure 100/. Witness, Robert Bowlton. 

81. — 28 June 1580. Thonias Hey ward, Thetford, to [Bassingbourn 

Gawdy]. 

Cannot tell how the dispute between the Earl of Arundel and Sir E. 
Clere will end ; it would have been better if the latter had contented 
himself with that which he might quietly have enjoyed, as Richard 
Fulmerston did. Sends 2 gilt spoons (3oz. 9gr.) which at six and 
eightpence the ounce comes to 26s,, the money for these he received of 
Bardwell ; also 2 quarts of " sallet oil," which cost half a crown, in a 
pewter that cost as much. Cannot get any sturgeon under twenty 
shillings a . . (word torn off"). Has a gilt bottle, which will come 
in his trunk by the next London carrier ; he received it from Mr. 
Wolmer.

Sends the balance, which was raised 
among the friends of his old master, Sir Ed. Ashefilde, and asks Gawdy 
to forego the charges.

Croweshall " [Suff.], to Bass. Gawdy, 
Harling. 

Has Gawdy spoken with Sir Robt. Jermyne and Mr. Ashefeld as to 
a matter wherein they are to deal between her husband and another? 

84. — 6 October [1580 ?]. John NonnCy Norwich, to [Bassingboum 

Gaivdy ?] 

Nonne has paid the bearer 6fty-five shillings and eightpence towards 
his charges in collecting money. Asks to have the further remunera- 
tion fixed, and Nonne will pay it. Bearer will also want his bond ; he 
has collected about 32/. or 33/., a good part of it near Dereham. 

85. — 11 October 1580. Charles Fravilingham, Crowshall [Suff.], 

to cousin Bassing. Gawdy ^ Harling. 

His wife is ill and has kept her bed two days, so they must excuse 
themselves from the pleasure of a visit from Mrs. Flowerdew, who is now 
at Harling. Asks Gawdy to name a day to meet Mr. Ford at Crowshall 
to act on my Lords of Bedford's letters concerning one Simon Jefferye 
[alias Sponer]. 

86. — 12 October [1580], John Notme to \^Bassingboui*n Gawdy"]. 

Asks loan of his sister's coach to help his wife and himself liome ; 
his leg is so bad he cannot sit a horse '^ go he never so easily." Can 
accommodate Gawdy with two horses. 

87. — 6 November 1580. Francis Gawdy, Serjeant's Inn, to Bas- 

singboum Gawdy^ Harling. 

Sir E. Clere is in the bill for Sheriff, ask him for the bailiffship of 
Clackclose hundred before Mr. Hare can move for it. 

88. — 17 November [1580]. Charles Framlingham, Crowshall, to 

Bassingbdum Gawdy, Harling. 

Asks a day to be appointed [as above, No. 85]. 

89. — 26 November 1580. Humfrey Moseley to \^Bass, Gawdy ?]. 

Moseley is willing to purchase land in Suffolk near the little he owns 
there ; would like to know about quantity and quality of land in "your 
moietj'^ of Towling " (?) before making an offer. 

90. — 7 December 1580. Charles Framlingham to Bassing Gawdy, 

Midleton Hall, Mendham. 

The 9th December will not suit Forde for the Sponer enquiry. [See 
next letter.] 

91. — 18 December 1580. Charles Fratnlingham, Croweshall [Suff.], 

to Bassingbourn Gaiody. . 

Gives a history of the Sponer affair. Sponer brought an *' action of 
perjury" against one of Framlingham's servants, apparently on a 
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matter of Framlingham's title to certain lands which Sponer claimed. Qawdy mss. 

Sir Gilbert Gerrard,the Attorney-General, at last Burj Assizes, referred 

the matter to Sir Robert Jermyne and Mr. Ashfelde, their order tc* be 

set down by Christmas. Gawdy was present and helped at the enquiry, 

and knows their conclusion, viz., that Sponer had no title, and that 

Framlingham and his servant had suffered >vrong at his hands. Asks 

Gawdy (as the limit of time draws near) to urge them to make their 

order forthwith, and punish Sponer as it is in their power to do. [ See 

No. 96.] 

92. — 19 December 1580. Sir Arthur Heveningham^ Ketteringham, 

to Bassingboum Gawdy. 

Sends the confession of Elizabeth Jeakes, sometime servant to 
Nicholas Fox. Bind her over to the sessions, examine Nicholas and his 
wife, and take recognizances of Hacon and Blobolde of Mendham, and 
other witnesses. This will be a kindness to the poor men, as otherwise. 
Sir Arthur will send his warrants fi.r them to Ketteringham, as " the 
matter belongs unto the prince," although done four or five years ago. 

93.-27 December 1580. Robert Damont, Stow-market [Suff.] to 

[Bassingbotirn Gawdy }'\, 

One Christopher Otway, of Stowe Market, a farmer under Sir Drue 
Drury, has agreed to set over his term of years to Damont.

The other blaming Dowset for robbing his 
master, he said Anthony could spare it, being *' as rank a churl and 
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arrant an usurer as any in England." The trunk having been taken by 'GawdtIISS. 

the carriers to Thetford they rode to Kenninghall windmill, Sturten 

commending the beast for its paces. They each stole a combe of meal 

and took it home on the horse. The other fellow [Busbey ?] says 

Dowset showed him a key he and Sturten had made. Bassingbourn 

urges his uncle to prefer his credit and Bassingbourn's good name and 

oath, to his man's life.

were at the Sessions on Monday. William Wrott who comes to London 
this week can let Gawdy know the proceedings. Does not know how 
his man the bearer will succeed in collecting the money Foppesfeld 
has appointed him to receive. Asks Gawdy if necessary to help him 
with 20/. or 30/. which will be repaid at his coming up. Remembrances 
to his brother Anthony.

Mr. LoveU's officers continue intruding on Mr. Warren's liberties. 
Before the proposed survey of the latter, and whilst Gawdy is with

the title with Mr. Donne. Hejrward has resumed possession for Warren 

of 40 acres with sundry tenants, viz., John A-bretnehm, the College of 

Rushford, Ric.

" experience." Mrs. Nonne can recommend one whose gifts and godli- 
ness they know, Mr. Harvey, whose present living is so small and his 
charge so great that there is talk of moving him. While loth to part 
with him, she would rather her correspondents enjoyed that ** which the 
*' Lord hath denied me."

Gawdy to use bams, lower 
houses, and corn-chamber till Candlemas ; the higher houses, garden, 
and orchard till Hallowmas. Gawdy to have use of implemeots and 
household stuff. As to ground occupied by John Balles, John Nedham, 
and John Goebold, they are to pay Keppes 10/. rent at Michaelmas. 
Nothing said about Gawdy paying rent, but Keppes is to have all fire- 
wood lying felled in the grounds, and to have ingress at pleasuire and 
right to keep his horse in the pasture.

In answer to Bretton's " importunity and clamorous speeches," the 
truth is that Gawdy while Sheriff took bond for his appearance ats one 
Guye : Bretton failed and process went out against Gawdy's lands and 
goods next year. Sir Thomas Knyvet returned the writ against Gawdy 
and his clerk John Rolf at London notified Nonne of it, who thereupon 
had Bretton's bond sued on. Bretton settled the original action and 
made divers journeys to Harling, his surety finally confessing judgment 
on the bond.

Eden has 
three other escapes and Downyng six more charged against him. 
Gawdy has used influence to prevent these charges coming on in hopes 
of amendment. Now Richard Cocke^ one of Gawdy's servants and 
Downyng's brother-in-law, lies in wait for Osborne, who preferred the 
indictment, " with great oaths to kill or have a leg ot arm " of him. If 
they meet, " the event of fighting will be hanging or killing," which is 
an alternative Osborne ** utterly dislikes" in so mean a quarrel. 
Osborne came hither last night, and already Downing and Cocke are 
Ijdng in wait.

bearer. Mare is valued at 12/.

366. William Hopkinson, Martin HaU, to Bassinghoum Gawdy. 
West Harling. 14 July. Hears by Mr. Gray's servant that a stray nag 
has come to Gfawdy's hands. Hopkinson claims it on behalf of Mr. 
Fincheam. It was on its way back from wintering with Mr. Farris at 
Norton, and has been proclaimed at Thetford, Walton and Cambridge. 

367. — WiUiam Methewold to [^Bassingboum Gawdyf] .Methwold has 
talked to Mr. Rookwood's man who will not receive Methwold's lambs 
before Lammas. Begs they may be taken back to [Gawdy's (?)] flock 
to save him from loss. 

. 368. — H, Manny to his brother, Flotoerdew^ Bury. At the instance of 
the bearer Kyllyon, Manny is Tvilling that Flowerdew should send for 
Mr. Lychf dislodging in Helton), and having taken a bond of the bearer 
in 600/. to abide the end of the matter that one of the jury may be 
withdrawn to-morrow, and in the meantime they may eat and drink. 
Dated, Sunday. 

369. — Robert Mully^ Kenninghall Lodge, to Bassingboum Gatody, 
West Harling. 13 April. Informs Gkiwdy of the misbehaviour of 
Thomas Burdeis, now (^ Kenninghall, Sawyer. Last, year he was very 
troublesome, ^^ barryting and fighting " with any one who wrought in 
the ground within Mully's charge. Burdeis hath greatly misused tiie 
bearer, throwing him out of work, where he had taken great store of 
work of Robert Clowth, also struck him and liis fellows and threw them 
and the pieces of timber in the pit ; he has done the like in Bullymer's 
carke and the common of Kenninghall. The controversy was referred 
to MuUy and Goodman Davye, when Burdeis was '' so stout and so full 
of law that no reason would, ride him." 

370. — Thomat Ostmrne^ Brissingham, to Bassingboum Gawdy. 3 
November. Bequests Gawdy to send his cart or man and horse for his 
govemes [? harness, reins] which have been done for a sen'net. 

371. — Richard JPead to' IBassingboum Gawdy\ " It is true I sold 
Brett ten loads of hay to be taken out of my hay house for 20 marks, but 
with this limitation, if there were so much there, otherwise to be abated 
rateably .... he urgeth two things against this, the note under my 
hand which mentioneth no such exception .... and my taking of hay 
after I had sold it." The note was an imperfect memorandum given 
" for mortality's sake ;" adnuts he took 6 cwt. of hay with Brett's con- 
sent for which he will allow at 2 shillings a hundred. Brett was told 
<' to look in the hay house and peruse the hay," and before he approached 
it " he would have lumped for it " at 20 marks : will leave it to [Gawdy's] 
arbitration. 

372. Pecke to Bassingboum Gawdy • Reminds Gawdy that it 

was he who referred Fecke's complaint against his son Richard of 
Larling to the parson of that place. Complains that the parson does 
nothing, being friendly to the son. Moreover since then his son's wife 
has beaten him. Pecke bought the house and land for 27/. (thinking to 
dwell in it for his life), but he has no dwelling in it ; the son has also 
received 30«. of Pecke's money, sold his cow for 5 nobles, also a piece oi 
land he sold and took the money and 12*. for his books, lO^. for a clock, 
and 28^. for land, besides keeping from his father a cupboard and other 
things. 
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373. — IRe N. Raynberd] Lord Hunsdon^ Court at Theobalds, to Sir Gatot H88. 
William Spring, Bassinghaum Guwdy^ and Robert Gelding. 

Lord Hunsdon formerly wrote them on behalf of Robert Browne of 
Thetford to call before them Browne and Nicholas Raynberd of the 
same town of whose hard dealing Browne compkined. Is now informed 
that Browne's complaint is false and that the m^ is practising cunningly 
with his brother, a minister, to defraud Raynberd of certain goods and a 
lease; he has also fraudulently transferred his goods to his brother. 
Lord Hunsdon associates Mr. Golding of St. Edmundsbury with them 
as being acquainted with the causes. Browne is to give surety to put 
in bail to Raynberd's action, if he refuses, bind him and his brother to 
appear before Hunsdon wherever the Court may be.

376. — John Snellinge to Anthony Rawlings. To 'get his master 
Grawdy to send the promised protection for John Cressenhalle, who will 
deliver it again in a month or so. Remembrance to Mrs. Rawlings. 

377. — William Spryng, Pakenham, to Bassingboum Gawdy^ 26 June. 
Asks a licence for bearer John Baker, there being no ale-houses at 
Stanford. 

378. — Thomas Styward, Norwich, to Mr. Bassingboum Gawdy. 
13 January. Has had a conference with Gawdy's attorney as to 
Styward being repaid the money he has disbursed, which is 50s, Asks 
Grawdy to send it by his man, Bullocke. Styward has promised the 
attornej^ to join with him for Gawdy's discharge. 

379. — Petition of the town of . (Heading of petition 

damaged and illegible.) One Greorge [Nonne ?], (srent., denies their 
right of common. They demand first the use of the furze, in shacke 

food for their horses, mares, and colts from Lammas till 

item their neat beasts to feed '^ with the lord as the lord hath done 
with us," item the use of their dosed commons from that time till 
Lammas. Item the bailiff or hay warde has always been allowed eight 
shillings and for the dinner of the steward and the lord's deputy other 
eight shillings, item that they may have a pynfold so as not to be driven 
to pen " any stray cattle in our yards noisome unto us," item that they 
may pay the old fines, Ad. an acre and not as the lord thinks good. 
Item that they may have a certain sheep going in the lord's flock without 
disturbance. Whereas they have two or three new reared up tenements 
which are denied common^ although rated, and the lord wisheth the 
homage to set a " pain " of 10*. on their heads, which they refused to 
do and then willed them to return that ftie occupiers did common . . , 
(mutUated). 
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QjiWDY MSB. II. — Undated Lettets prior to 17 January 1597-89 probably relating 

to Bassingboum Oawdy (the son). 

380. — Bev. Thomas Barshamy'EccieSf to Bassingboum Gawdy^Weai 
Harling. Barsham understands that some of his neighbours are to be 
before Gawdy that day at Harling, namely, such as keep ale-houses and 
tippling houses, for the appointing of orders to be observed in their 
houses, '^ the execution of which is oftentimes by them but slenderly 
performed, nay almost not at all regarded, as I (their poor minister) 
find by experience." Barsham hears abroad to his great grief that the 
town of Ecdes, in the sins of gaming, blasphemy, riot, gluttony, 
licentiousness, drunkenness, &c., passeth all the towns about. He has 
laboured by all possible means to cut them down, and craves Gawdy's 
aid to put down all the unlicensed houses, and as to licensed houses to 
give such charge unto him that shall be still continued ^ for one is 
sufficient, yea too many for our town ") that Qod*8 name be not abused 
as heretofore. The constables cannot do much as they live two miles 
from the town, <' such was the wise choice of our townsmen of their 
officers." 

381. — Bobert Dawbeny to Bassingboum Gatody^ Esq., Harling, 
1*2 May. After diligent search can find no writings concerning Gawdy 
or his lands. If any such were comnoitted to Sir Nicholas Bacon he 
trusts Mr. Colby has them. 

382. Bobert Dawbeny to Bassingboum Gawdy^ Esq., 17 September. 
Will recommend to his master anyone Gawdy commends to serve in 
Elizabeth Fowle*s place. Knows that Mistress Anne Brampton is 
desirous of serving his master. 

383. — Bichard Fysher to Bobert Boulton. Asks Boulton to speak to 
Fysher's master and get him eased 3 or 4 pounds. He is rated at 16L 
in goods and 5/. in land, but only owns 41 acres, and is charged higher 
than his neighbours who own twice or thrice as much land. 

384. — John Fysher to [B, Gawdyf], Begs that he and his partner 
may be discharged to-morrow at Wymondham, and sends a note of the 
store of powder, &c, which *'our hundred of Grymshoe" is charged 
withal.

386. — William Heringe to Bassingboum Gawdy ("my very good 
captain "), Harling. The Commission is to sit on the Saturday after 
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Michaelmas at Harleston, at Cookcs. Begs Gawdy's and Mr. Sayer's Oiw^rjUBS. 
attendance, as Mr. Thurston and others will be there. 

387. — Robert Lillie to [^Bassingbourn Gawdy]. Has been dis- 
missed from [Gawdy's] service, and writes to explain away his offence. 
He accompanied Mary Freeman's brother, to whom he was much 
beholden, to East Harling (a 'place then suspected of God's visitation). 
He did not stay there above two hours, went into no house, consorted 
with no one in the parish. Some of his fellow servants were there the 
same day, and can be a warrant of his good behaviour while there. 
Asks [Gawdy] to receive him again into favour. 

388. — Francis Moundeford^ Feltwell, to his friend Bcisnngh&um 
Gawdyy West Harling. 28 January. Sends enclosed the lieutenant's 
letters received this evening. Sliropham and Giiiltcross are parcel of 
this limit and next to Gawdy, who should direct |his warrant to them 
for the collecting of the money. Moundeford has done the like to 
Wayland, Grimsboe, and South Greenhoe. 

389. — Francis Moundeford^ Feltwell, to [^Bassinghoum Gawdy'], 
4 May. Sends the lieutenant's letters which Mr. Guybon and Mr. 
Beppes have seen. Will attend according to appointment. 

390. — Peter Myne^Junr^ to [^Bassingbowm Gawdy f], 11 August. 
Wishes to let [Gawdy] understand his poor substance. He has but 
39 acres of land, out of that has to pay his mother 20 nobles a year, 
and, besides discharging Lord and King, when the heir comes of age 
he has to pay him 55/. He serves in a corslet, but the man, though of 
great substance, gives him no ^rages. He has already served six days. 
Asks Gawdy to think of him. 

391. — Roger ,North, Kirtling [Cambridgeshire], to Bassingboum 
Gawdy, Mr. Colbie and other J.PJs. 9 January. Understands his farmer 
at Elmham (?) [Suffolk] and servant John Selling were assaulted in the 
grounds about North's house there by young Bateman and a ^* cutter or 
Sight person " who belongs to one Mr. Glemnn. North's man was in 
danger to have been slain by the " roister," if he had given him any 
cross language. They came under pretence to hawk '^ hard at the house 
side," but had planned beforehand the ** match of destroying his man." 
All will to wrack if such doings are allowed. 

392. — Roger North, Kirtling [Cambridgeshire], to Bassingboum 
Gawdy, Harling. 25 January. To favour ^is poor bearer so as to do 
him justice in Gawdy's [manorial] Court, or license him to draw the 
suit to the common law. 

393. — Roger North, Mildenhall, to Bassingboum Gawdy. 23 March. 
Asks Gawdy's warrant to attach the bearer's servant, who has run away 
from him. 

394. — Roger Norths Kirtling [Cambridgeshire], to Bassingboum 
Gawdy, Mendham. 17 September. Is going to set forward his work 
at Elmham and purports to visit Gawdy at Mendham the Friday after 
Michaelmas, staying with him Saturday and Sunday. Trusts they may 
be bold to trouble Mr. Lawrence for that Sabbath. Goes to the sessions 
at Becdes on Monday and is like to bring Bobert Ashfield with him. 
Sir Robert Wimgfield [?] will be there also. Please send the enclosed to 
Downing, the attorney, at Beccles. 

395. — Roger North, Bury, to Bassingboum Gawdy. 11 October. The 
hearer, William Martin, informs North that one Eichard Smith a shep- 
herd died in Gawdy's manor of Bridgham owning a copyhold tenement. 
Smith left two daughters, one named Awlyn and the other Ann ; the 
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Oamdy mss. latter married one Lawrence and |live8 In the place. Martin pretends 
some claim to the house. North bogs that he may be given a copy of 
the Court Rolls. 

396. — John Spufforde^ of East Wrotham, to Basdngboum Gawdy, 
Esq. Is a schoolmaster and has been ** Inbylled " doubtless from the envy 
of «fohn Harwarde, who was a grievous enemy of Spurforde's father, as 
the latter could not favour Harwarde's evil and crooked dealings. 

Reminds Gawdy of his favourable promises to Spurforde and his 
father. 

397. — Bassingboum Gawdy to kinsman Michael Stanhope^ Esq., one 
of the Privy Chamber, &c. Asks his furtherance in a matter touching 
Gawdy in credit, particulars of which are in letter to Sir John Town- 
send. The captains Gawdy has appointed are his uncle Anthony Gawdy 
and the bearer, one Mr. Barwicke. 

Remembrances to ^^ my cousin your wife and (your) mother."

398. — 17 January 1597-8. Sir Bassingboum Gawdy ^ Harling, to 

Anthony Gawdy. 

Bond to secure 100/. to be paid to Anthony at West Harling Church 
porch on 18 January 1598-^. Witness, Robert Bolton, £Uchard 
Sutton.

399. — 25 April 1598. Edmund Moundefordy Feltwell, to his cousin, 

Sir Bass. Gawdy, West Harling. 

John Browne, licensed by Gawdy to keep an alehouse at Tottington, 
suffers unlawful games. George Pytt, of the same place, " whom I 
have suppressed," still sells ale and suffers bowls, cards, tables, dice, 
and such like unlawful games to be played, besides encouraging very 
lewd company. Will Gawdy deal with them, or shall Moundeford 
proceed at Swaffliam Sessions ? 

400. — 4 June 1598. William Sprynge, Buckenham, to «S^t> Bas- 
singboum Gawdy J Harling. 

Sprynge has " used means to the escheator " who will stay proceed- 
ings till Friday. Will be much obliged if Gawdy will be at Swaffham 
at 9 a.m. on that day. 

401. — 13 August 1598. Rev. John Trendle, Ovington, to Sir Bas- 
singboum Gawdy y East Harling. 

Since Ambrose Longwood has been encouraged by Sir Robert 
Southwell, he proceeds to disturb and vex Trendle in his sermon time. 
*« Yesterday by frowning, putting out his mouth, setting his teetb, 
" knitting his brows, whispering to himself, clapping his hand upon his 
" knee with malcontented gestures the same as heretofore, stamping 
'* with his feet to the offence of others," Trendle could not proceed, 
and has charged the constable with him, but the justices are afraid of 
him. Asks Gawdy to bring up the case ; the witnesses are, John 
Pickas, Nicholas Weightman, Ambrose Clement, and Israel Trendle. 
Trendle spoke to Mr. Hassett [?] about it who was at the Sessions, but 
heard no motion made, and marvels that the recognizance should be in 
Sir Robert's pocket. As to going to Sir Robert that is out of the 
question, as he has threatened to whip Trendle naked. 
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402.— 22 August 1598. Same to Same. Gawpy MBS. 

Encloses a letter which he begs to have forwarded with Gawdy's good 
wc^rd to Sir Nicholas Bacon. Trendle is '* as a man perplexed . . . 
" I have preached the gospel this twenty four years in Norfolk," . . . 
and was never so hardly dealt with before. ' 



403. — 4 September 1598. Sir John Heigham^ Bury [Suffolk], to his 

loving nephew. Sir Bassingboum Gawdy, 

Heigham's honest neighbour, Thomas Saddleton, is indebted to 
Francis Warner, Gkiwdy's servant, and wishes to repay principal and 
interest. Asks Gawdy to get Warner's consent. 

404.— 10 October 159[8]. Thomas Wythe, .Sternfield [Suffolk], to 

Sir Bassingboum Gawdy , Harling. 

Acknowledges receipt of award to which he will conform himself. 
Cannot see how Mr. Bacon can think himself wronged therein, but has 
had no time to see him. Is sorry he was away when Gray came for 
the rent. Will wait on Gawdy before going to London, at present the 
waters are so great, he can hardly travel that way. 

405.— 22 October 1598. Peter Pett, Limehouse [Middlesex], to Sir 

Bassingboum Gawdy, Harling. 

Apologises for delaying his coming. Has to be next Sunday \j^th 
the Earl of Nottingham at the court at Richmond, and next week will 
be with Gkiwdy. Remembrances to my lady, Mr. Framlingham, and 
Mr. Charles. 

P.S. — ^A letter was sent to him at Harling since he came to London, 
brought by Nicholas Pyne. Pett thinks Gayford has it. 

406. — 4 November 1598. Edmond Moundeford, Feltwell, to his 

cousin. Sir Bass. Gawdy, West Harling. 

Moundeford and his cousin Spilman wrote to his cousin Guybon 
touching the desire of Gawdy and themselves to have the proposed 
house of correction erected, and asked him to send his warrants to the 
chief constables to collect the money that was yet unpaid and to certify 
any obstinate persons refusing to pay, to the nearest justice. Has not 
heard in reply from Guybon and suggests Gawdy should write and fix 
a day for a meeting. 

[This relates to the Bridewell at Swaffham, formerly the prison of the 
Earls of Richmond.] 

407. — [ 1598.] Jasper Metier to Sir Bassingboum 

Gawdy. 

" Though Humanity do blush to see my rash presumption yet your 
** exceeding courtesy so emboldeneth my illiterate pen that, after

bourn Gatody^ darling. 

Last Sabbath afternoon Morrys and his neighbours met to make a 
rate for chai^ges directed to be collected by the Constable's warrant and 
to be paid at Harling Market. They wanted to rate Morr/s 
sheep course under the last statute, which he would not consent to. 
Has since been told by counsel that it can only be rated for relief of the 
poor and for providing stocks for the town.

413. — 30 March 1599. Henry Gawdy [of Claxton], Norwich, to 

> cousin. Sir Bassingbourn Gawdy ^ Harling. 

Eecoromends George Fytte, of Tottington, for a license to victual 
within that town. 
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414.— 31 March 1599. Edmond Maundeford, Feltwell, to /SVr Oawdt_M8» 

Basnngboum Gawdy^ West Harling. 

It is nearly time to take accounts and appoint new churchwardens 
and overseers of the poor. Will Gawdy and Bartlett take Shropham, 
Guiltcross, and Wayland in Easter week ? Moundeford and Pratt will 
join for South Greenhoe, Grimshoe, and Clackclose, or Moundeford 
will join Gawdy if preferred. 

Sir Philip Woodhouse summons Moundeford to meet Gawdy at 
Attelboro' on Monday on the Recusants' Commission; it is too near 
our sessions at Lynn, and Moundeford has to be on the same Commission 
at Walsingham on Thursday, so must be excused. 

415. — [ ? circ. April 1599,] John Hill [the writing varies from 

that of John Hill, a foster brother 
of Sir Thomas Kny vet, and auditor 
of the Crown,] to Sir Bassingboum 
Gawdy, 

His master bids Hill write that there is intelligence of much to do in 
the Exchequer about the Recusants' Commission, the return of which 
Gawdy is supposed to be witholding so that nothing may be done 
therein. Urges its return. 

416. — 2 April 1599. Henry Gawdy ^ Claxton, & Lady JEliz. Fram- 

lingham^ to Sir Bassinghourn Gawdy, 

Asks Gawdy's influence with Sir Nicholas Bacon to procure discharge 
of their neighbour, a widow, Mrs. Heryng, living at Eye [Suffolk], from 
furnishing a light house. She is well disposed, has lent on Privy Seals 
(25/. out of pocket now), and is in litigation about lands she purchased. 

417. — 7 June 1599. Robert Dade, Lincoln's Inn, to [Sir Bassing- 
boum Gawdy^ 

Has acquainted my Lord Chief [Justice] of [Gawdy's] care in 
"committing the man to Norwich Gaol for affirming and publishing to 
" such as he took to be his servant Frame, that he and 20 others had 
" determined to kill his Lordship, and that if he should not ride 
" strongly he should be made sure never to ride circuit again." His 
Lordship took it very kindly of [Gawdy] but said he cared not for them 
at all, whereupon Dade mentioned it to my Lord Keeper and my Lord 
Treasurer, who send this bearer to fetch the man and the examina- 
tions [Gawdy] has taken, names of accusers, &c.

falsehood ; as that she is not able to be held in the time of her fit with 
3 or 4, which 1 myself in presence of divers both learned Divines and 
others did alone ; and that " [*Ae, the word is struck out] " the spirit 
spits at the name of Jesus and divers other fopperies." Stywarde will 
give this evidence publicly and begs that the "present misery" of 
Margaret Frannces so wrongfully inflicted may induce Gawdy to ponder 
means for her " deliverance out of prison, or other provision in this hard 
extremity."

The Cosenage conspired. Notwithstanding, he thought his master 
miBerable towards him, and complotted with his brother-in-law Watson 
to get some greater gain from his master. They resolved on account of 
his master's love for his daughter to bring her name in question ; this 
be confessed before Henry Gonehingham, gent., and Richard Edy, his 
keeper in the Marshalsea. 

Devised, By advice of the said Watson, a learned and a lewd man, 
he tendered a bargain to the gentlewoman being under 14 years of age, 
offering her 10 angels in regard of a greater sum to be paid him on 
her marriage. This she agreed to suspecting no viUany and being 
indebted in some small sums for idle expenses. (^See her deposi- 
tions.) 

Acted. He causeth a bill to be made with words to bind her to be 
at his disposition during her life ; then at fitting time and place he brought 
it to her with pen and ink, gave her the 10 angels in the presence 
of two witnesses, and desired them all to set their hands to it speedily 
for that Mistress Hinton, her governess, was coming. (^See her depo- 
sition and the evidence of the witness, and he confesses the bill was 
iiot read.) 

Published. He concealed the bill for over 2 years, till speech was 
had for her marriage, and then published it as a contract, labouring by 
letters by Sir John Peter, Mr. Grevell, Mr. Monson, Robert Sprignall 
and others to persuade his master to redeem the bill to save his daughter's 
credit, sometimes asking 30/. a year and 300/. down, sometimes 20/. and 
200/. He confessed to John Bitteringe, gent., he had no intention to 
marry her. 

Improbability of Pretence. He could produce neither witness^ 
Utter, token, proof, or probability besides this cosening bill. She con- 
fidently deposed both in this Court and before Her Majestjr's hi^h Conj- 
inission that she never was so disposed towards him, 
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Gawdthss. Judgment, This Court declared her free from all his impntations 
— and found him guilty of the whole practice, but as the cosenage was 

committed before the last general pardon and thereby his corporal 
punishment remitted, the Court only sentenced him for his publication, 
ordered him to be pilloried in . Cheapside and Westminster, fined 1,000 
marks, imprisoned during her Majesty's pleasure, and to make a public 
confession on his knees in the place and manner to be appointed by my 
Lord Grace of Canterbury. 

In Pillory y behaviour Slanderous, He was set upon the pillory in 
Cheapside, where he behaved slanderously and contemptuously; slan- 
derously in making the people believe he was so punished for such a 
gentlewoman's love, and that he willingly sustained it for her sake 
imputing perjury to the witnesses against him. 

Contemptuous, Contemptuously against this honourable Court 
and her Majesty's high Commission Ecclesiastical declaring himself 
innocent after they had found him guilty, procuring pity and commi- 
seration instead of shame and detestation. In his libel he calls his 
just punishment infamous penance and scorning the order for his con- 
fession. Lastly, refusing to be examined by Mr. Mill who went thrice 
with my l(0rd Keeper's order therefore. Woollfall and Goulboiiie his 
two counsellors in framing the libel being examined wherein any of the 
witnesses had perjured themselves could answer nothing.

Complains on behalf of a maid Jane who has been dismissed with 
great displeasure by Lady Gawdy and without cause *' but only that 
she discovered some things to you which you greatly urged her unto. 
. . At her last being at Harling she neither, could get lodging in the 
house and so hardly in the town that one night she sat up without a 
bed." Jane*s best friends have turned against her owing to Lady 
Gawdy's displeasure, and Mrs. Nonne is keeping the girl with her till she 
hears further from Gawdy. " It were better she departed with good will 
than thus be provoked to make her own defence with the discredit of 
others."

578. — 8 March 1603-4. John Holland^ to Sir Bass. Gawdy ^ 

Harling. 

Holland on his return from Gawdy found Mr. Thomas Havers and 
his wife who asked if Gawdy had recovered perfect health, 
which Holland said he had. They then said they were sorry " of the 
late ill chance fallen in your house ** [see ante No. 567] and asked if 
the woman were gone " and if my lady were promised of another." 
Holland said she was gone and they offered their daughter (now with 
Mrs. Holland) " a very honest, sober, modest, and very well disposed 
maid" as Holland can say, having ** summered and wintered her." 
Holland wishes *' all unkindnesses between you and my lady trodden 
underfoot and perfect love between you."

James Duffilde against whom Thwaytes complained has submitted 
to Thwaytes' father and mother. Begs Gawdy*s favour for Duffilde 
especially in a '* very undue" complaint of Parson James against him. 
Please take order for Kenninghall and Banham '* men's dogs."

580. — 12 April 1604. John Holland, to Sir Bassingbourn Gawdy, 

Harling. 

Holland understands by Shuckforde that he cannot prevail with 
Gawdy. He had thought neither Mr. Davye nor Mr. Colby nor Mr. 
Lytton could have carried GJawdy to break his promise. It was 
Holland's first suit and such that no justice in Norfolk would have 
refused, "but since a clown can so far prevail with you before a 
gentleman, I shall from henceforth leave to trouble you, and it may 
be cry quittance with them." 

581. — 15 April 1604. Sir Edmond Moundeford, Lynford, to Sir 

Bassingbourn Gawdy. 

'* My neighbour Fisher " having desired at Larlingford to be dis- 
charged from being constable, Moundeford moved the matter to the 
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Gawdt MSB. Justices at Lynn [?] Sessions, and proposed as fit substitutes John 
Martine and Richard Seaman of West Tofts. Martine was chosen and 
Fisher discharged. 

Martin now says he has broken up house-keeping and lives in 
Suffolk and wishes to be discharged. Suggests their joining to appoint 
Seaman, but cannot travel on account of his lame leg. Asks the truth 
as to a proclamation against recusants who *< ^ow more than bold in 
speech and action." Moundeford was much misliked at Lynn Sessions 
for giving in charge the inquiry of the statute against them. 

582.-23 April 1604. Sir Edward Moundeford, Lynford, to Sir 

Bassinghourn Gawdy. 

Hears that Gawdy has received '^ a note of such statutes as are to be 
debated upon this present parliament." Asks for a copy. 

583. — 30 May 1604. John Holland to Sir Bassingboum Gawdy. 

Harling. 

" I know you shall be earnestly horded (sic) for the killing of an out 
deer at Lopham, but remember your warrant and let this be secreted." 

584. — 1 June 1604. JohnNonne to Sir Bassinghourn Gawdy, West 

Harling. 

Nonne is bestowing all his money into land again and hopes he may 
renkon on 100/. from Gawdy before September. 

585. — 14 June 1604. Ar. Everard, Gillingham, to Sir [^Bas- 

singbaum Gawdy?']. 

For the clearing of Robert Kaynbearde, Everard can testify that on 
the 1st of June Sir Arthur Heveningham and Sir Edward Pyttes rode 
in his company from his house to Yarmouth, and on their return that 
night Everard's wife told him that Eobert Raynbearde came to the 
house with Mr. Tun'ell about 11 a.m. and they dined there in company 
with one Mr. Hamonde. 

586. — 3 July 1604. William Rugge, Felmingham, to [Sir Bassing- 
hourn Gawdy]. 

Repeats his request for help to Francis Floud, whose loss was over 
30/., out of the surplusage of the stock in the county formerly bestowed 
on such cases. Commends Gawdy to the protection of ** the celestial 
God." 

[See ante No. 566.] 

587. — 7 June 1604. Francis Morice [spelt by Gawdy " Morrys "] 

" my poor house in the old Palace in West- 
minster," to Sir B. Gawdy, West Harling. 

Since Gawdy's servant Mr. Boulton was with Morice, the King's 
letter (which Boulton could not wait for) has been printed. Gawdy 
will find the enclosed copy better than any of the ordinary written ones 
that went abroad. Morice also sends a lately published poem " concern- 
ing the whole life and death of the late Earl of Essex, . . . well 
and feelingly written and I think will not hereafter to be had as they 
are already called in and the printer called in question." Expects 
Gawdy will have heard how the lords and others who were called in 
question on Sunday night are all discharged and the Earl of Southampton 
in favour again. " But yesterday at Court one Jo. Sharpe, sometime a 
chaplain to my late Lord Essex, but now a chaplain to the King and by 
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appointment waiting ordinarilj npon the Princes was sent for before (S^awbt MSS. 

the Council,'* and sent to the Tower. ** It seemeth that upon the 

former restraint of the lords and the rest the Sunday before, he either 

solicited thereunto by others or out of his own brain, without any 

grounds or warrant, went about to persuade divers gentlemen of special 

worth and ability about Loudon, that (the King's Majesty being in 

danger to be surprised by some conspiracy or fancy) they should give 

their names to be in a readiness upon a warning to come to the Court 

to defend the King's person and should also procure as many more of 

their friaids of like quality to be likewise ready." The names to be 

given to Sir Thos. Erskiue, Captain of the G-uard, and not to include 

papists " puritants " (sic) or followers of any nobleman. Concerning 

the Deputy Lieutenantship, Morice's master is most willing to serve 

Gawdy, who had better however write Morice a letter which he could 

show hb Master so as to keep the matter in remembrance. 

588.-23 July [1604.?] Anthony Tkwayts to Sir Bassingboum 

Gawdy, 

Asks a hue and cry after Thomas Dunte <' a roguish young fellow, 
about 18 years old," who committed divers burglaries and robberies last 
week, " apparelled in an old white doublet and a pair of great round 
black hose." He broke into the house of John Pretiman, gent., at 
Cranworth, and besides stealing divers things found the key of his closet 
and came again next night and got things of good value. Next night 
he broke into Thwayts' house at Hardingham and stole a couple of 
young bounds he was training for *^ my good Lord of Arundel." The 
thief has confederates, and ^^ under the color of stealing dogs " (sic) 
they break and rob continually. Asks that particular description may 
be given of the dogs; one white with black ears and the hair '^ scalt " 
off the top of his shoulders, the other white with blue ears and blue 
spots. Let warrant be directed to Diss and so on to Suffolk and Essex. 
A reward will be given if dogs brought to Hardingham, Quiddenham, 
or Kenninghall. [This letter, wiitten " in haste," is plainly dated 1640, 
which is an impossible date.] 

589. — 22 July 1604. Sir Arthur Heveningham, Ketteringham, to 

Mr. Sayer, Fulham. 

Did not think neighbour Sayer would have dealt so dishonestly with 
him '^ as to feed him with so many fair words with nothing but deceit 
in them." If the promised cast of hawks are not sent Sir Arthur may 
have to take them. [Ends with some jocose threats.] 

590. — ^31 July 1604. Richard MourUague^ New Buckenham, to Sir 

Bassingbourn Gawdy^ 

About a month ago Sir Bassingbourn Gawdy, at the reqnest of Sir 
Julius Cesar, consented to be one of Mountague's Commissioners at 
New Buckenham on 1 August. 

Sends word that he will not proceed on that day. 

591. — 2 August 1604. Sir Edmond Mounde/ordy Lynford, to [Sir 

Bassingbourn Gawdy']' 

At last assizes there was much talk of altering the order of keeping 
Quarter Sessions ; begs to be advertised of what the Lord Chief Justice 
said on that head. 
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Gatot^mss. 592._7 August 1604. I^anek Morice, Old Palace, Westminster, to 

Sir Bassingboum Gawdy^ West Harling. 

Morice expects soon to be in the country, meanwhile reports that the 
Constable of Castile landed on Sunday night at Dorer and the King 
will probably return from his pleasures in the country to finish the 
treaty of peace, which only lacks " the mutual oath of the Princes 
themselves." Thinks that haste may be expected in dispatching the 
business the rather because the ambassador is to be defrayed here at the 
King's charges at '' the incredible rate" (as he hears) of 400/. a day. 

Morice got a friend to mention Gkwdy to my Lord of Northampton 
in case he had occasion to employ any one in the matter '' of the loan 
in Norfolk which was committed to his charge." Does not know the 
result, as he has been out of town a fortnight. 

593.— 8 August 1604. Edmund Doyly ^ Shottesham [High Sheriff], 

to cousin [Sir Basnnghoum Gawdy]. 

The Lord Chief Justice directs the immediate execution of the 
prisoner who escaped, and that Pye should be bailed till next assizes. 
Understands the Jailor is to wait on [Gawdy] with the other prisoner, 
so he sends Pye. 

594. — 14 August 1604. Francis Morice [Westminster], to Sir 

Bassingboum Gawdy ^ West Harling. 

^< The great Constable of Castile arrived at London on Friday last at 
night. He is lodged in Somerset House, which is most richly 
apparelled with the Eling's furniture, and he attended by the King's 
officers and servants, and all his charges defrayed by his Majesty, and 
so is also Count Arrenbergh and the Archduke's Commissioners, who 
were also brought the same night to Duresme House, which was in like 
sort made ready for them : the daily charge is said to be 300/. at the 
least ... for their train of gentles of worth and other followers is 
exceeding great, the provision for every meal in both houses being for 
64 several messes of meat. The same day the Constable arrived here, 
Sluys [^ Sluce '] was rendered upon composition ; the soldiers departing 
with colors flying and bullets in their mouths, and with bag and 
baggage, leaving all munitions,, seven great galleys, the gaUey-slaves, 
and some hostages for the delivery of some men of worth which were 
prisoners with the Archduke. The King is expected here this night ; 
it is said he will give the Constable and the rest audience upon Thurs- 
day next, swear the peace and feast them upon Sunday (for which great 
provision is made), and they shall take their leaves on Monday," so as 
to shorten the time of expense and let the King get back to his progress 
and pleasures in the country, ^' whence he cometh in post and bringeth 
but part of his company and carriages." The Peace Commissioners, 
viz., the Lords Treasurer, Admiral, Devonshire, Northampton, and 
Cecil will also feast the Ambassadors. The book for Privy Seals for 
Norfolk is not yet signed by the Lords, but is set down by my Lord oi 
Northampton ; Mr. Kerry, the Clerk of the Privy Seal, has seen ** how 
you are rated," but the book is not yet in his hands. Sir Charles Corn- 
wallis is appointed ; Morice had hoped Gawdy would be, but did not 
perfectly know his mind therein. 

595.— 18 August 1604. John Holland, "Grastocke" [? Gray's 

Thurrock, Essex], to Sir B. Gawdy. 

" My good Lady," [Howard] came hither in good health, and " with 
as little weariness as if she had ridden but 10 miles." She was so well 
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pleased to come to her own that she shows small disposition to return. Gawdt MBS. 
Holland ofton wishes Grawdy and " my cousin Anthony " were there. 
" My Lady " is much visited by the best of the country, yet her 
" southern friends " would have hearty welcome. She keeps an 
honourabJe house, her alms in meat, drink, and money are great, and 
she has won the love of many who were her enemies. Holland wishes 
himself at Harling, but dare not hasten my lady's return, lest she think 
him *' weary of the country which she so well loveth." 

696. — 21 August 1604. — Francis Mariccy the Court [ijondon], to Sir 

Btfss. Gatody, West Harling, to be left 
with Mr. Bolton or Mr. Chapman, Thet- 
ford. 

The King posted in from "his sports in his progress" this day 
se'nn'et, swore to the Peace in his Chapel at Whitehall, and feasted the 
Ambassadors " with great sports and pleasures " on Sunday, the peace 
being proclaimed at the Court gates and in the City. Yesterday the 
Constable of Castile ^< being not well able to come to Court to take his 
leave . . . the King (to hasten back again to his country pleasures) 
went himself to Somerset House about six o'clock to bid him farewell, 
and from thence immediately took horse and rode post the same night 
to Ware, and so to his further delights, dispensing rather with his own 
greatness than wiUing to expect the Ambassadors coming unto him." 
Lord Cecil was yesterday made Viscount Crambome in Dorsetshire. 
Morice has seen the book of Privy Seals. Mr. Justice Gawdy is rated 
at 100/., Sir Henry Gawdy at 100/., Sir Clippesby Gawdy 30/., Sir 
Bassingboum 40/., and Lady Gawdy 40/. 

597. — 25 August 1604. Sir Edward Moundeford^ Linford, to [Sir 

Bass. Gawdy]. 

Went to Wellington on Thursday to inform [Gawdy] of the orders 
agreed on by the justices at Norwich. Mentions arrangements as to 
the hundreds they are to deal with. 

598.— 31 August 1604. Same (Feltwell) to Same. 

Encloses two warrants; Gawdy can 
execute either. If the party goes to jail, the king may never get the 
fine. Better bind him to appear at next sessions. 

599. — ^3 September 1604. Same to Same. 

Has no answer to his last. 

600.— 16 September 1604. Sir John Heighamy Barrow [Suffolk], to 

^tV B. Gawdy and Sir Philip 
fPpodhouse, Thetford. 

The untimely death of his niece's husband makes him unable to keep 
his engagement to meet them at Thetford " about the view of the river 
between that and Brandon ■* fixed for 17th September. Excuses to Mr. 
Mayor. They had better enter into the cause with effect to save time. 

601 . — 17 September 1604. John Nonncj to ^tV Bassingboum 

Gawdy, West Harling. 

Mr. Holdych presses Nonne to "prevent '* his payment. As Dud- 
lington is no further from Harling than Bury is, Nonne begs the 100/. 
may be sent there at latest the Wednesday an;er Michaelmas.

Thomas Dawes of Skoulton travelled to London to the late Lady 
Southwell last assize time merely to get leave to keep an alehouse. He 
has kept an unlicensed house two years and was conmiitted by Gawdy 
for contempt. Dey has taken out new warrants, but he betaketh him 
to liis house and will not obey. Let his petition stand over till my 
Lady come to Eising when the unfitness of the place (according to ray 
Lord Chief Justice's order) may bettor appear. 

631.— 26 June 1605. William Derehaugh, Debenham [SuflTolk], to 

Sir Bassingbourn Gawdy, 

Relates a mischance at last Debenham Fair ; a young man, son of a 
gentleman, old Ellice Brame, had a quarrel fastened upon him by a 
drunken companion. Although he acted beyond the discretion of 
young men the other party drew on him suddenly and the young man 
after giving back as far as he could, unhappily killed his adversaiy* 
Earlier in the day the dead man had tried to put an impudent quarrel 
on the bearer of this letter. An envious neighbour has laid the matter 
very bitterly before Gawdy's father [in law] Sir Nicholas Bacon. 
Derchaugh hopes that Gawdy will write to Sir Nicholas and indnce

Felton was born at Yarmouth, but bis charge is in Ix)ndon ; he is noted 
for his learning, virtues, *' painful preachings and studies,*' and has 
^'almost consumed himself." '*We expect daily a great ambassador 
from the Emperor and my lord Admiral's return, with a new ambassador- 
Leiger for Spa?b. My lord of Worcester went this morning towards 
Wales about ordering the disorders lately committed by the Recusants 
in those parts. Yesterday was condemned and this day executed one 
Douglas^ a Scot, for counterfeiting the King's hand and seal to letters of 
his own devising which he delivered to the B.B. Electors, viz., * [the 
Bishops of] ' Treves, Mentz, and Cologne, and to other Princes of the 
Empire, wherein he made the King to write as if he had been of their 
pretended Catholic religion, &c.*'

The host of the Crown noti- 
fying Fowle, they went to the White Horse, " and there were swagger- 
ing the most part of the day," sending secret messages to the wench 
that they were ready.

Sir Charles made feoffments of some of the manors to the use of his

spite of the feoffment ?

[A short and damaged note of the Opinion is endorsed ; apparently 
to this effect The Crown lease transferred all the King's rights to Sir 
Bassingboum, the Committee cannot therefore set them up again in his 
own person. A bill mast be filed by Sir Kobert on behalf of himself 
and the heir ; he can only claim the i/S^ leased by the Crown, the heir 
must join as having to account for the profits of the other 2/3^^ during 
his brother Charles' minority.]

There is a proclamation to stop the importing 
goods out of France and Holland for fear of the plague which is very 
great there. The Archduke hath lately taken another town from the 
States. The French have been beaten in Italy ; the Emperor's forces 
increase. We have no new Sheriffs pricked nor shall not it is said 
until the now Sheriffs have accounted for this ship money ; in some 
countries they pay, in others not and make the Sheriff take distress. 
New impositions are set upon fruit, silks, pewter, pins, and divers other 
things, to the value of 80,000/. per annum, lliere is a patent to to 
granted for making salt which will make us all smart. The king hath 
caused his commission of grace to pass the Seal this term, that all im- 
perfections in grants may be there mended, and compositions to be 
made for forests or any claim the king makes to any subject's lands 
.... The Turk has made peace with his late adversaries and has 
raised a great array for Christendom." Robert Wingfield's brother goes 
sergeant major to one of the two regiments the King is sending to 
France.

This messenger is to go on to neighbour Onge, who keeps Mingay 
out of his rent, " I fear I shall pay dear for the pig sauce."

a fiftieth part ... I am resolved, if you will take any boarders to 
t^ome and live with you in the country to save charges, for here I am 
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Qawdt MSB. rated (and not worshipped) like a knight. They report that divers 
shires do wholly withstand it and how that the king hath declared that 
no High Sheriff shall be discharged of his place until he hath paid in 
the ship-money for that county." '^ This Christmas housekeeping will 
well nigh kill our High Sheriff's lady, if his under sheriff do not come 
off with a round and sound donative." Mingay sends a pound of 
macaroons, all Gawdy has left him after paying his ship-money. Sir 
John Hobart has buried his eldest son, and '' for joy keeps Christmas 
here to spend all." Mingay has paid thin messenger, but if Grawdy 
pleases to give him anything ^^ he hath wit enough to take it."

Thanks for brawn. '^ It is no marvel you be so plentiful in your 
brawn, seeing your Bacon die so fast about you, but the great old hog 
liveth still, whereby I cannot yet get my money." Cannot tell what is 
become of Ned Sayer " unless di'owned in a dry ditch," believes he is 
at Mr. John Cooke's. The king has sent to fetch over the Palsgrave's 
second brother [Prince Rupert], and high and mighty preparation is 
made for masking. Augustine Holl is arrived, without his wife. The 
business between Sir Miles Hobart and Warner was heard before the 
Lord Marshall, resulting in a [seeming ?] friendship. *< Some mad 
knave has abused all your fellow Justices in a song, yourself have not 
escaped his health and so it goes round, to the comfort of a friend 
of yours. Our great city dons, refuse to pay their ship money, and 
are too big for our Mayor's rate when such poor snakes as myself is 
made their equal in payment." . . . Your High Sheriff hath kissed 
his hands and is rid of 7,000/. of his money, and yet I believe will 
not get off next term. Our city money is not yet minted that should 
pay him ; he must be taught more conscience than to make us the 
tenth part, when indeed we are not the fiftieth, as by his own to¥ni 
rates and all other country rates appeareth. My good friend Mune- 
cason, the bookseller, is dead, and sJl my intelligence is buried with 
him. Our new bishop [Mathew Wren] was installed upon Wednesday 
last by a proxy. It is so dark this Christmas that our city gentlemen 
cannot see to keep good hospitality." Ends with **a8 many good 
wishes as there be plums in all the Christmas pies in England." — St 
Thomas' night.

Widow Skottowe's office has gone well on her side, which 
makes her the richer. 

975. — 26 September 1636. Same to sante. 

Acknowledges receipt of letter sent by Cousin John Mingay. Has 
had much sickness in his house, " my sister Roger in very great danger 
to miscarry by reason of a violent fever ; my sister Sayer was lately 
taken with an apoplexy in her head*, and one side of her was taken lame 
and numb .... my own daughter Mary hath been very dangerously 
ill with an imposthume in her mouth." Has good hope " this very 
night " of all their recoveries. " It is a very sickly time now in 
• Norwich ; there died last week with us 24 ... . hitherto we have 
no infection, but our sins. I have sent you Ket's books to pass the 
evenings withal, wherein you may perceive what misery " the city was 
then in." In London the plague abated to 645 last week, and of all 
diseases 1,200 odd. It is reported that Lord Cottington and Secretary 
Windebank are commanded to their houses about the Spanish plate.

Serjeant Eeeve asks the refusal 
of it, but Davy believes that " like the Boatsman, he roweth one way 
and looks another." It is rated at 19 years' purchase at near 80Z. a 
year. Understanding [Gawdy's] desire for news, Davy went to " the 
most eminentest places," viz., Pauls and Westminster. The title of the 
books that were burned in Smithfield was ^' An Introduction to a devout 
life," made beyond seas in Latin, and translated by the late Archbishop 
Abbot's chaplain. It was now reprinted and approved by the jchaplain 
of the present Archbishop [Laud] who corrected many things in it, 
which by some indirect dealings were reinserted. The Archbishop 
desired that it might be said in the Star-chamber that he had no hand 
in it " for what with the Papist and the Puritan he is much spoken of, 
though it be undeservedly." The great cause in the Star-chamber is 
against one Dr. Bastwick, a physician, Mr. Burton a divine, Prynne, 
Peter Wetherick's son of Norwich, and others for divulging books against 
the Bishops. Bastwick humbly desired that he might answer for himself 
and put in a cross-bill against the Bishops ** for which he had a precedent, 
even St. Paul (Acts 26), who was permitted to speak for himself." 

The sickness decreased 26 last week and it is not nearly so much 
spoken of as it is in the country. Yet they are very strict in punishing 
delinq^uents. A fishmonger is now in prison with as much irons on 
him as he can bear bom sitting up and lying down. This was for 
opening his shop and letting his servants go up and down, ^ hen one of 
hia house was dead of the infection. " There is a strange opinion here 
" amongst the poorer sort of people who hold it a matter of conscience 
" to visit their neighbours in any sickness, yea tho' they know it to be

Son Bobin is well, but has run into debt ; he will write by Charles

of Northumberland and " your high Sheriff" are sick of the small pox 
at London. Lady Townsend has married the Earl of Westmoreland. 
Only 3 died in London of the plague last week. Hears sister Dorothy 
is returned; please hasten her to Norwich. Mingay may become 
Gawdy's neighbour. Edmund Anguish will sell the land in Cressing- 
ham that his son had on marrying old Methwold's daughter. It is let for 
160/. a year, and Sir Bichard Barney is said to have offered 2,200/. for 
it. Mingay would give 200/. more, but must have Gawdy's advice. 
(Dated Whit-Monday.)

Brother Moundeford and Heveningham have been from home so long, 
that they want to see their friends.

Sir Thos. Hopton says Lady Smith is very earnest with him to sell 
both Eccles and Easton Manors, as Sir Owen Smith's creditors are 
suing her. She has procured Mr. Jennie's son, the Counsellor, to buy 
both, offering them for 2,300/., and he is willing to give 2,200/. and see 
no writing but the conveyance from Sir Owen to Sir Thomas and Sir 
Arthur Hopton. Sir Thomas would rather sell to Davy. The Divine 
who accused Judge Hutton of treason was fined 5,000/. in the King's 
Bench *' for offering affront to the place of Justice and also to wear a 
paper in his hat wiitten with certain letters, with which he is to go into 
Westminster Hall and every Court of Justice," besides imprisonment 
during the Hang's pleasure, and the Judge having his action at law 
against him.

Thanks Gawdy for recent entertainment at Harling. Gawdy's son 
Robert and all the family are well. 17 died this week, whereof 4 of the 
plague. John Southes did not receive so much harm in his house as he 
suffered last term from the High Commission. The Bishop will be here 
next Friday in a horse-litter, Gawdy would do well to entertain him, 
" he may deserve it.'^ 

1011. — 13 August 1638. Same to mme. 

Twenty-three died last week, whereof 5 of the plague. Most of the 
High Sheriffs were to meet at the Council-board yesterday about the 
ship-money. Sir Seaman Dewce \s%c ? Sir Symond D'Ewes] is Sheriff 
of Suffolk. " Your servant George is fairly quitted having 12 good 
god-fathers." Let Gawdy's son Fmm. remind Sir Thomas of the 5/. 
Lord Maltravers is expected. Sir Ralph Hopton is in town about the 
business of Sir Owen Smith's land. Both St. Peter's and St. Andrew's 
men strive for Mr. Carter. Mr. Cock leaves St. Andrews and Mr. 
Sumptor will lay down St. Peters again. Would have Gawdy enquire 
about Anguishe's land. 

1012. — 15 October 1638. Same to same. 

Sends four ounces best tobacco, which cost 4«. Gawdy's son Robert 
wants another winter suit. Speak to Sir Thomas and "my brother 
Anthony Farmer " to send the money or Mrs. Mingay will have no 
new bed to lie in withal. Is sorry for Mr. Bedingfield's death. 

1013. — ^20 October 1638. Same to same, 

Gawdy's son Robert wants a new suit and '^ hopes his learning will 
bear it out." Mingay will want a new servant at Christmas, when his 
old man goes home to his father. Gawdy was much missed by his 
fellow Justices last sessions. 

Sir Anthony Drury is dead. " For want of other delinquents the 
country was compelled to indict Justice [sic ? a name omitted] and 
found his man for extortion." Some 10 days ago a ship from Rotterdam 
was cast away, 52 passengers all lost, including Browne the Post and 
Will. Pettus' son, at least 20 were Norwich people. Only 2 died of 
the plague this week.

Mingaj wrote Gawdj last week by his cousin Butolph about a match 
for his son Framlingham which Mingay and Charles Bawlyns. are 
desirous to bring about.

Since " you left us on Monday last the Bill we sent up to the Lords 
to prevent the printing of seditious books was returned to us with a 
proviso to exempt the houses of the Peers from search." At a 
conference the Commons declined to add lo the privileges of the Lords, 
which were attached to their persous, not their houses or estates. 
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They also argued that the houses of commoners were as free from snch Gawdy H8S. 

search now as those of the peers. After a free conference and the 

Lords vainly laboring to "convince us of the reasonableness of this 

proviso " the Commons at another conference " answer the reasons by 

the Solicitor and adhere : which warmed the Lords, they having vouched 

some precedents (as they thought) . . . and at another conference 

. . my Lord Privy Seial who managed all these conferences declared 

to adhere . . and offered us the Bill which was refused to be 

received, they being possessed of it and offering to deliver it without 

any alteration. Whereupon the Lord Piivy Seal threw it down upon 

the table, where we left it and where possibly you may find it on the 

^ of Nov. to which day Parliament is adjourned." 

On Tuesday morning the Lords desired a conference on the Bill for 
the Reparation of the highways about St. James and Piccadilly, " when 
we found the [other] Bill upon the Table in the painted chamber, of 
which neither the Lords nor we took any notice." The Lords had 
originated and sent down a Bill of their own about the levying of rates 
for these roads, to which the Commons excepted as being matter of 
taxation, and brought in a bill of their own'. The Lords now desired a 
proviso saving their rights [to bring in such bills] which was so altered 
by the Commons on Tuesday as to mean next to nothing '* and at a 
conference whilst the King was come to the House and retired into the 
lodgings we returned this proviso so amended, which the Lords after 
some debate laid by and entered a saving in their Journal-Book and so 
we were sent for by the King . . . Mr. Speaker made an elegant 
speech and presented his Majesty with the Bill for the levying of the 
arrears of the excise, which may be worth to him (if all dues can be got 
up) near 200,000/. as Birch reports, who best understands it." . . . 

" The oldest parliament man alive cannot give such another instance 
that a bill should be left by both Houses upon the table at a conference. 
... I hope before we meet again (the dog days being over, and that 
we have all taken the fresh air, which I am going to fetch within very 
few days beyond the seas) we shall cool, and so meet in better temper." 
The king's revenue being yet unsettled, a good intelligence between the 
Houses is desirable, otherwise the King may be persuaded and enforced 
to call a new Parliament. Holland has taken leave of the King and 
procured a pass for his journey and return with wife, family, and house- 
hold stuff without search or molestation. He supplied Gawdy's place 
at Mr. Harvye's [? Harryes] one evening '* where we were engaged in 
prattle until twelve."

William Gawdy^ Bury, 

Asks for payment of ** your son's quarter," a fortnight's board over,

Ann's last letter moved Barbara to pity, and she has made every 
enquiry about the gentleman's lepute in London ; has no certain news 
but is hard to believe his estate is so great. Did he not have a partner, 
one Baker, two years ago, or let part of his shop to him " which sounds 
not very well." She will write definitely on Thursday, which Anne 
will get Saturday. Wonders at nothing but Anne's *' condescension to 
the City, where certainly they live well. . . . 

*' I admire he doth not offer to purchase land," supposes he wishes to 
avoid office in the City.

Lany heard of Anne's return from Norfolk by hi? brother Franklin, 
and (by another hand) of the new servant she has. It was Mr. Grawdy 
told him this, ** and in truth, Coz, he did it with a great deal of con- 
cern as if it had been the breakneck of all his hopes and designs." He 
was most anxious to match his son " and to you before any other." Will 
send the books wanted, " a very proper entertainment for Lent," Anne ' 
will find nothing so good in Dr. Sanderson as she has already in 
Bishop Andrewes, " whose sermons sure will outlast all others." fin 
postscript.] Since getting her second letter, Lany, ^* to appease the 
storm raised in you by my cousin Cis/* got up earlier than usual to pro- 
cure the books. The impression of Dr. Hamond's life is all sold off, 
" but the Bishop this week comes down to you in the waggon, and I 
hope brings his blessing with him." Sir Robert Clinch's daughter 
" (that lived in London) was buried yesternight. [On separate slip] : 
The Queen of Bohemia died last night. Pray send the Holy Court and 
Clemens Alexandrinus, both folios — send them as the Bishop comes, 
wrapt up in brown paper.

It 
was an accident unexpected by all. " If a man dies and revives again 
we must ascribe it to the providence of God." There are many suitors 
to Dr. Lewin for the living ; Tasburgh will be very willing to back 
Gtiwdy's recommendations to Dr. Lewin.

Sir John 
is vexed that his name was lefl out of the Commission for the regulating 
of the Corporations, on which Gawdy has been acting. 

^^ Touching the scruple upon the Commission which occasioned year 
adjournment, it is fit to be concealed what you can, even for your own 
sakes.'* The Commission was sent up express to Sir John, who has 
had it amended and new sealed, it was but a slip of the clerk. It is 
now returned to Lord Townshend. 

About 3 weeks since there was a current report of " our re-assembling 
before the 28th February, but I thank God with you we hear no 
more of that. Sir John Buncombe . . tells me they are full of 
faction and division at Court, but I will not forestall him with his 
own news . . . The Earl of Bristol is again ours, newly departed 
from Rome to us, God keep him with us ! " 

Sir John sets out for Norfolk about Monday week. If he comes 
down with his Dutch mares he will take but short journeys, but if he 
can buy geldings will come quicker in a chariot. 

Asks Gawdy to call for him at Quidenham to go together to Norwich 
Assizes. My Lord Townshend desired Sir John to come direct to 
Rainham and would send his coach to Thetford to meet him, but Sir

Laney has to-day returned from Buckden [Hunts.] *• the only place now 
where the Bishop of Lincoln" [Benjamin Lany, formerly Bishop of 
Peterborough, afterwards of ElyJ ** has a house standing fit to receive 
him. We have been there 3 weeks and are now come to our old 
dwelling in Westminster from whence before Michaelmas we remove 
again to Buckden," till Parliament sits. Although Buckden is but 
30 miles or so from Mrs. Gawdy " the conveyance for letters will be 
nothing so speedy as now." Would like to hear of her condition 
** not only from the contagion of the place you live in, but from the 
hopeful burden you carry." Remember that others besides her 
"very loving husband," will te glad to hear of her. "Whilst I am 
writing Fram. [Gawdy] salutes me bonny and blithe : he tells me my 
cousin Gawdy has not been well but now is brave. He has been 
this afternoon at Mrs. Lees, it seems she is gone to Euislip [Haw- 
trey's seat, Middlesex]. Petty Bestbeer he found at home and she 
told him Mrs. Betty Jermyn is married. Fram. would very gladly 
hear from his brother or you or grandmother."

Had " your son lived to see me in 
England . . . the payment of that money would have been the least 
civility he would have shown me." Nothing but this stays Doull 
fiom returning to France. '' I am lodged at the great Pearl in James 
Street, in Covent Garden."

He was somewhat cliff- 
contented that he had not black clothes for he made signs that theCouvt 
was in mourning, and that he was ashamed to go see his friend» in his 
old ones. I spoke with Mr. Bull to be careful of him and get him a 
a good nurse, &c."

[Opening part of letter cut ofP.] Acknowledges receipt of letter by 
Mr. Bull. Sent a woman who understands* the nature of small-pox to 
see Mr. Framlingham, and whether he were well tended, ** who tells me 
that he is in no danger at all, and that the worst is pa«t, for they are 
all come forth, and that her opinion is that he will not be marked at alt 
if they follow the directions she hath given them . . . Since it is a 
disease that few do 'scape having he will hereafter be void of that fear. 

Mr. Framlingham is unwilling to leave the place where he is, liking 
the diet very well, the walk to Freeman's (although rather far may be a 
divertisement to him. If Gawdy prefers, he may be very well boarded 
hard by but at a dearer rate. 

In the house where Freeman is they ask 12«. a week, and the chamber 
hath no closet, which Framlingham dislikes.

Nelson writes to explain the ** unkind difference " between Mr. Rous 
of Stemfield [Suffolk] and his parishioners, wherein Nelson is attorney 
" on the clergy side." Rous commenced suit for rent of glebe leased to 
Cooke, and for tithes due by Cooke and others. There being no defence 
they "designed to pay the poor parson with actions of trespass, in 
number at least 7 or 8, but in value inconsiderable.** One Hell wise 
brought 2 of these actions but dare not proceed because of an injunction 
out of the Exchequer. Cooke has brought down his two cases for trial 
at the assizes, both concerning a piece of land he holds by lease from 
Rous. Cooke covenanted to maintain the fences about the close ^^ so 
that Cooke, by breach of his covenant in not repairing those fences hath 
created to himself a cause of action " [i.e., apparently means that Rous' 
cattle have entered by the decayed fences and done damage]. **Such 
tricks will make Cooke a poor man," he owes already 20/. rent, besides 
tithes, and ** whatever he recovers in these two pitiful actions of tres- 
pass," Rous will assuredly get back by action on covenant to repair the 
fences. Nelson apologises for giving Gawdy this " impertinent trouble " 
but could not leave his friend's concerns subject to misconstruction 
[" mistruccon"]. Cooke's special bail will be answerable on the action 
of covenant as well as for the rent. [This letter was possibly written 
to deter Gawdy from becoming special bail for Cooke, see previous 
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OAwirrHSS-. appeal from the other side. No. 1149.] Endorsed is a memo, of 
—- Charles Gawdy's accounts of sale of lambs.

Corn of all 
grains, especially barley is rising. Heme^s wife joins in love to Lombe 
and his little ones.
